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SCHEDULE ‘A’ 

Notes Forming Part of Profit and Loss Account and 
Balance Sheet 

Ncte 1 : 

In terms of TAWA Command Area Development Project 
Agreement, interest is chargeable by the Government of 
India on loans to NABARD at 6.5% p.a. Out of this, 
4.5% has been credited to the ‘Interest Differential Fund’ 
to be utilised for certain specified purposes and the balance 
of 2% has been paid to the Government of India. 

Note 2 : 

NABARD has made various payments towards subscrip¬ 
tion ot debentures issued by various State Land Develop¬ 
ment/Land Mortgage Banks and these are included under 
“Advances—Other Investment Credit—Medium Term and 
Long Term Project Loans”. However, Letters of Allot¬ 
ment/Debenture scrips to the extent of Rs. 83.26 crores are 
awaited. 

NABARD has meanwhile decided to switch over to a sys¬ 
tem whereby State Land Development Banks/Land Mort¬ 
gage Banks may avail of direct loans, instead of NABARD 
subscribing to debentures issued by them, for which neces¬ 
sary steps are being initiated. 

Note 3 : 

Advances include a sum of Rs. 36,13,885/- on account of 
principal which was in default as on 30th Tune 1987 (of 
this. Rs. 11,29,104/- pertains to rescheduled overdue in¬ 
stalments). Out of this default, Rs. 6,05,675/- has been 
received to date. 

Note 4 : 

“Land and Premises” include Rs. 24,42,70,032,/- paid to¬ 
wards land for Office Premises & Staff Quarters at Bombay, 
Calcutta, Goa, Hyderabad, Jaipur, Lucknow, New Delhi, 
Patna and Pune in respect of which Conveyance Deeds/ 
Other Legal Documents have not been executed in favour 
of NABARD. 

Note 5 : 

A sum of Rs. 97,00,000/- paid towards acquisition of a 
composite value of land-with-building for construction of 
staff quarters at Chandigarh, has been capitalised under the 
head “Premises”, in the absence of individual values. De¬ 
preciation has been charged on the composite value. 

Necessary adjustment entries for allotting values to each 
individual asset will be passed next year, after ascertaining 
the values. 

Note 6 : 

Value of furniture, fixtures and other dead stock articles 
belonging to Reserve Bank of India but in possession of 
and used by NABARD, has not been brought into the 
Books of account of the Bank as the return of these items 
back to Reserve Bank of India is being implemented in a 
phased manner. 

Note 7 : 

At the time of transfer of assets and liabilities attached to 
NRC(LTO) Fund and NRC (Stabilisation) Fund in terms of 
Section 18(1) of the NABARD Act, 1981, Reserve Bank of 
India had placed the excess of the credit balances in these.* 
funds over the related loans and advances, in two interest- 
free deposit accounts, opened in the name of NABARD 
The balances in the said two accounts as on 30 June 1987 
are as under :

Note 8 : 

The amount shown under Interest Received on Loans, 
Investments etc. in the Profit and Loss Account is after 


making statutory contributions of Rs. 250,00,00,000 (1985- 
86—Rs. 190,00,00,000) to National Rural Credit (Long 
Term Operations) Fund and Rs. 10,00,00,000 (1985-86— 
Rs. 10,00,00,000) to National Rural Credit (Stabilisation) 
Fund as required under Sections 42 and 43, respectively of 
the NABARD Act, 1981. 

Note 9 : 

The total of the balances of Registers of Housing Loan 
to Staff, maintained at the Head Office and the Regional 
Offices worked out to Rs. 2,98,89,182/-, while the total of 
the balances as per the General Ledger was Rs. 3,15,15,751. 
The total interest accrued on the above as per subsidiary 
ledgers was Rs. 40,28,021/-, whereas the total accrued 
interest amounted to Rs. 53,92,580/- as per the Registers. 
The difference in the Housing Loan account and interest 
accrued thereon remained to be reconciled. 

Note 10 : 

“Advances for purchase of Staff Quarters & Office Pre¬ 
mises” appearing under OTHER ASSETS amounting to 
Rs. 25,61,36,515 (previous year Rs. 25,14,04,404) consists 
of payment* towards cost of land, registration fees, legal 
charges and advances paid to building contractors for cons¬ 
truction of buildings. These are pending capitalisation, upon 
NABARD taking possession and occupation thereof. 

Note 11 : 

(a) Expenditure incurred by NABARD under training 
programmes on account of payments to partici¬ 
pants and their costs, lecture fees, teaching mate¬ 
rials, equipments as well as other administrative 
costs for running of such training facilities for the 
year amounting to Rs. 4,38,94,086/- is recoverable 
from the Government of India. Hence the same 
has no; beeh debited to Profit' &^Loss Account and 
is shown as “Expenditure Recoverable from the 
Government of India for Training under NABARD 1 
Credit Project” under “OTHER ASSETS”. 

However, provisions made on accrual basis and 
included in the above figure are recoverable as and 
when actually paid. 

(b) Expenditure under the Pilot Project for Strengthen¬ 
ing of Credit Delivery System amounting to Rs. 
1,07,76.581/- is recoverable from Government of 
India. Accordingly, the same has not been debited 
to Profit & Loss Account and is shown under “Ex¬ 
penditure Recoverable from Government of India 
under NABARD Credit Project”. 

However, provisions made on accrual basis and 
included in the above figure are recoverable as and. 
when actually paid. 

Note 12 : 

(a) Considerable progress has been made in the 
balancing of Registers/Ledgers in respect of ac¬ 
counts pertaining prior to 1 July 1985 under 
“Sundry Creditors” and “Sundry Debitors” accounts. 
Items found surplus therein amounting to a net 
credit of Rs. 62,72.294/- (credits Rs. 87,98,870/- 
less debits Rs. 25,21,576/-) have been adjusted 
during the year to “Other Receipts” in Profit & 
Loss Account. 

(b) After adjustments under 12(a) above, balances of 
some of the accounts appearing under “Other 
Assets—Sundry Debitors” viz Tour Advances, 
Leave/Retirement Fare Concessions. Festival 
Advances and Miscellaneous accounts and under 
“Current Liabilities and Provisions—Sundry Credi¬ 
tors” viz. Sundry Deposits and Annual Provisions 
still remain to be reconciled with the balances ap¬ 
pearing in the ledger. 

Effect of the above adjustments on Profit & Loss 
Account and Balance Sheet cannot be ascertained. 

Note 13 : 

Upto the previous year, NABARD's practice was, to pro- 
vide towards gratuity on the basis of one month’s salary 
for all employees who had completed ten years of service. 
However, with effect from the year 1986-87, provision has 
been made on the basis of actuarial valuation. Accordingly. 
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the total liability as on 30 June 1987 amounted to 
Rs. 2,11,66,000 (including contributions receivable from 
Reserve Bank of India towards services rendered by some 
of the employees who were working with them). The 
amount receivable from Reserve Bank of India is not deter¬ 
mined. The difference amounting to Rs. 1,37,01,829 bet¬ 
ween the provisions already existing in the books (after 
adjustments) and the actuarial liability has been provided 
for during the year. 

Change in the method of making provision has resulted in 
increased provision to the extent of Rs. 72.04 lacs.
